F]pty years ajro very few, even of the KsnnrcEC 
people themselves, had any Wen of Itifi range of 
Kauaresfl literature, or of the relative age of l ho boohs 
which constitute it. Oar present knowledge is Ihc 
fruit of patient work on the part of a small number of 
painstaking scholars, who haw libjfioual y pieced 
together the scattered in formation contained iu fnstTip- 
tiois on stone and copper nnd in ihe col ophons and te*t 
of palisi'leaf manuscript!!. 

It is the p-ractire of Ka-narese poets to preface their 
works, not <m3y with ipvnnations of the pods* m3 of the 
Kidnts of old Lime, hut alio with Ihc praise of former 
poet*. This prnctire is of very grout fa istoricnl value, 
fnr at enables us to place the poets in their relative 
chronological order, As in meny instances the writers 
received patronage from some rei-E'ciing king, the 
mention of the name of the royal pottos enables ua 
further to give to many of the poets in #ppr OKlmataly 
correct date. In this way a list of Kanurese peers can 
be drawn up in fairly oorjeel order. The result shows 
that it an are se has a literafurt id vast extent. reaching 
bnck till its buffinningn are lost to the mists of time in 
the early centurjif!; yf tin.: Christian era.
